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United States Government (USG) assistance in FY 2009 built on previous efforts to facilitate better 
cooperation among various Malaysian security agencies, advanced training for police and others, and 
provided International Military Education and Training funding to military personnel that will have 
long-term benefits. In late 2009, the Government of Malaysia indicated that it may be open to 
receiving Export Control and Related Border Security Assistance-sponsored training on export 
control systems in early 2010, and plans are underway for future training sessions. In FY 2009, 
police were trained on developing investigative information, identifying fraudulent documents, and 
on port security. Malaysian officials also participated in a tri-border (Malaysia, Indonesia, and the 
Philippines) conference on terrorists' use of the Internet, providing a chance to establish regional 
networks among police. 

Highlights by Program Objective 



Peace and Security 

Nonproliferation, Antiterrorism, Demining, and Related Programs — Antiterrorism Assistance funds 
continue to be used to provide training to Malaysian Government and law enforcement officials in 
order to further build Malaysia's capacity to interdict terrorists and work with other countries in the 
region on counterterrorism-related issues and transnational crime. A key accomplishment in FY 
2009 was improving interagency cooperation among Malaysian law-enforcement agencies. 

With USG assistance, the Royal Malaysia Police (RMP) continued to build their capacity to respond 
to and investigate terrorist activity. As a result, more than 135 (compared to 45 in 2008) RMP 
officers and other security officials received USG-funded training courses. These courses provided 
methodologies and techniques for investigating terrorist activity in several environments. 

Building on FY 2008's Cyber Crimes course, 30 participants attended the Cyber Awareness Seminar 
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for Prosecutors course, including 20 participants from the Attorney General's office. The seminar 
focused on how successfully to prosecute cyber crimes and acts of terrorism perpetrated with the 
use of current cyber technology. Another course, Identifying and Developing Investigative 
Information, enhanced the ability of law enforcement to combat terrorism through the effective use 
and dissemination of investigative analysis, giving 24 RMP officers a greater appreciation of the role 
of law enforcement investigative analysis in detecting, deterring, and preventing terrorism. 
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
